In a clash as brief as it was hitter 
the senate was embro iled in the wet 
and dry controversy before its mem­ 
bers were scarcely aware what Ifad 
hap p ened. 
Xho engagement was p recip itated 
•when Sen. Jam es J. Nejdl, 
Whiting, 
rep n., Lak e, p resident p ro tom 
of 
the up p er house, read a letter w rit­ 
ten by Shumak er and p robably in­ 
advertently sent to a member of the 
senate with a dry p etition. 
The letter, 
bearing 
Shum ak er’s 
signature, and dated Jan. Id, alleg­ 
ed that “ rep resentatives of the In­ 
diana liberty league were in Canada 
last week visiting 
distillers 
and 
saying 
that 
they have a good 
chance to p revail up on the 
p resent 
legislature to re-establish the 
old 
•whisk ey drug store in Ind iana.” 
The letter charged that the liberty 
league “ told these distillers that In­ 
diana is a fertile field for a 
rich 
harvest by the selling of millions of 
gallons of 
whisk ey in 
case 
the 
W right ‘‘hone d r y” law is 
modified 
so as to re-establish the 
whisk ey 
b ar room in the drug stores of the 
state. ” 
Shum ak er’s 
letter asserted 
that 
the league rep resentatives “ ask ed 
these distillers, so it is claimed, to 
furnish them at least .$50,000 
with 
which to p nt this scheme 
across 
and that “ from sources which 
we 
deem reliable we learn 
that

Tlx* shooting of “Buchanan

lowed Alger's arrest on a charge of 
attem p ting to steal an auto. Alger 
escap ed after the arrest and 
shot 
Buchanan when the officer cornered 
him in the closet of a hotel room. 


The defense contends Alger 
was 
illegaly arrested, harrassed by p o­ 
lice and that lx* shot and k illed

evacuating foreigners.
